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Council Meeting 
of March 23 


The regular meeting of the town council 
had a rather short agenda but lasted some time 
due to debate. 


Fire Chief Kirmear questioned 
the council on the reason for the 
firemen being paid by cheque. It 
was asked if the men would have 
to pay income tax on this money. 
Council declared that they felt that 
income tax would not have to be 
paid in this respect. 

Mr. Kinnear then presented the 
council with a certificate of merit 
from the Muscular Dystrophy As¬ 
sociation. 

Mr. Cornett, on -behalf of Police 
Chief Corson, asked council to give 
serious thought to the town licence 
by-law and the enforcement of 
same. Mr. Corson was then called 
into the Chambers to iron out the 
situation. Council agreed on a 
wording of the by-law to read — 
Any tradesman operating within 
the Town of Coleman, must pay a 
licence of $10, and must present 
their Certificate of Proficiency. 

Council received a letter in re¬ 
gard to the selling of tickets on a 
pool with the operators being the 
Athletic Association. Council refer¬ 
red the matter to the Police Com¬ 
mission with the stipulation that 
there be no soliciting in business 
establishments. 

Mr. McEwen requested that 
council have something done about 
the cars parked in the vicinity of 
his home. 

At present he is not able to park 
his car near the house. Council 
informed the Chief of Police that 
the offenders are to have their 
vehicles moved as soon as pos¬ 
sible. 

Maps of the proposed sub-olv. 

sion development areas were pre¬ 
sented with the council filing 
these until the April meeting so 
that on-the-site discussion could be 
held. 


A request from Mr. Olynyk to 
demolish a house on Lot 2, Block 
K in West Coleman was given per¬ 
mission. 

Engineers plans of the sewerage 
system were discussed at length, 
with the result that they be ac¬ 
cepted. Mayor Holyk and Council¬ 
lors Filewich were against the pr> 
posal. Bids received on the sewer 
system were— 

Patrick Construction, $391,110.28; 
Poole Eengineering, $407,192.00; 
Cunningham and Shannon, $361,- 
846.68; G. C. McLeod, $678,740.23; 
Burns and Dutton, $476,714.45; and 
Tollestrup Construction, $348,476.- 
78. After revision, due to addi¬ 
tions being made to the original 
plan, the extra work was removed 
and the final bid accepted by the 
council was of Tollestrup Construc ¬ 
tion for the amount of $280,003.78. 

An application was read con¬ 
cerning the position of dog catch¬ 
er.' Formerly the statement was 
made that a dog catcher had been 
acquired. This information, appar¬ 
ently was false, or a misunder¬ 
standing on the part of the re¬ 
porter. After a letter was read a 
lengthy discussion took place. 

The Chair held this letter for a 
considerable length of time with 
the councillors debating and get¬ 
ting nowhere. The Chair asked for 
a vote on the matter, with no re¬ 
sult. 

After the length of time spent 
advertising for this important per¬ 
sonnel, and with only one applica¬ 
tion for the same, the council stm 
shelved the matter until a later 
date. 

The budget was finalized and 
handed down, with a few changes 
being made.

These permits may 
be obtained free of charge and the 
public are reminded that it is an 
offence to operate a vehicle on a 
closed road without the necessary 
permit., 

Mr. Longworth stated that the 
road closures would be lifted at 
the earliest possible time and 
when the danger of excessive dam¬ 
age has either been eliminated or 
passed.
